o Going bankrupt – considering asking every member to pay $35 to keep them 

afloat (User’s fee).  The convention has been the biggest money loser.  
Currently $1,000,000 in debt.   

o NAAE goes through ACTE for lobbying.  We would lose this if ACTE folds.  
There is concern about Carl Perkins reauthorization.  The current 
administration is advocating changing Carl Perkins as we now know it.  
They are looking to make it block grants to the state. 

o National Convention – do more with them at the convention?  NAAE voted 
to stay with them, but there has not been much work in scheduling to make 
it work.  Current cost is prohibitive.
